PART I: INTERNATIONAL COMMISSION FOR CONTROL AND SUPERVISON ( ICCS) 

1. SEPTEL SUMMARIZES IN SOME DETAIL ICCS PLENARIES OF APRIL 24, 

25, 26 AND 27 MUCH TIME AS DEVOTED TO DISCUSSION OF THE PROJECT 
FOR THE RETRIEVAL FROM THE QUANG TRI CRASH SITE OF FLYABLE 
HELICOPTER NO. 115. AIR AMERICA' S REQUIREMENT ON A HELICOPTER 
ESCORT WHEN FLYING NO. 115 FROM THE SITE WAS FIRST AGREED TO IN 
WRITING BY THE PRG AT THE APRIL 24 PLENARY. HOWEVER, ON APRIL 26 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PRG REVERSED AND INSISTED THAT THE RETRIEVAL CREWS BE TRUCKED 
TO THE CRASH SITE AND THAT NO. 115 BE FLOWN OUT UNESCORTED. THE 
ICCS FINALLY AQUIESCED, IT WAS AGREED THAT A CREW WOULD BE TRUCKED

MEANWHILE, 
EXAMINATION OF NO. 115 AND PROBABLE DISMANTLEMENT OF SAME

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1. CIVILIAN PRISONER RELEASE MATTERS HAVE DOMINATED TPJMC EFFORTS 
IN RECENT DAYS. INITIAL AGREEMENT TO BEGIN A PHASED SCHEDULE OF 
RELEASES APRIL 27 WAS REPORTED SAIGON 7275. THE APRIL 27 RELEASES

PART IV; VIETNAMESE REPORTERS MEET VIET CONG REPRESENTATIVES 

ON APR 28, FOR THE FIRST TIME SINCE THE GVN SANCTIONED WEEKLY 
PRESS CONFERENCES BY THE COMMUNIST JMC CONTINGENT, VIETNAMESE 
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REPORTERS WERE ALLOWED TO VISIT THE VIET CONG COMPOUND. AVAILABLE 
PRESS REPORTS SUGGEST THAT THE COMMUNISTS' SPOKESMAN. COLONEL" 
VO DONG GIANG, WAS SOMETHING LESS THAN IMPRESSIVE IN THIS INITIAL

BY THE GOVERNMENT. THE " EXAMPLE" WHO, AS IT TURNED 
OUT, HAPPENED TO BE SITTING IN THE FRONT ROW AT THE PRESS 
CONFERENCE, ROSE TO REFUTE GIANG' S ALLEGATIONS.

1. FIGHTING CONTINUED AT A LOW LEVEL OVER THE WEEKEND, WITH A 
TOTAL OF 63 INCIDENTS FOR THE THREE- DAY PERIOD, INCLUDING FIVE 
GROUND ATTACKS, 54 ATTACKS BY FIRE ( ABF' S), AND FOUR OTHERS. THE

2. FOR THE WEEK ENDING APRIL 29, TOTAL KIA CASUALTIES WERE 
ENEMY 141, FRIENDLY 46. THIS COMPARES WITH ENEMY 254 KIA 

AND FRIENDLY 69 KIA FOR THE WEEK ENDING APRIL 22. INTERESTINGLY, 
FRIENDLY ARTILLERY FIRES ROSE FROM A TOTAL OF 17,000 ROUNDS TO 
19,000 ROUNDS FOR THE COMPARATIVE WEEKLY PERIODS, WHICH MAY 
INDICATE THE ARVN' S IMPATIENCE WITH THE CONTINUAL HARASSMENT 
OF THE L 1 ST DIVISION BY ATTACKS BY FIRE AND SMALL GROUND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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PROBES AGAINST THE AREAS WEST AND SOUTHWEST OF HUE. 

3. LOCAL COMMUNIST GUERILLA ACTIVITY HAS BEEN ON THE INCREASE 
IN NORTHEASTERN DUC PHO DISTRICT, QUANG NGAI, BETWEEN ROUTE 1 
AND THE COAST. DURING A RECENT OVERFLIGHT OF THIS AREA, THE 
AREA DIRECTOR QUANG NGAI NOTED NEW HOUSES, ROADS CONNECTING 
SMALL SETTLEMENTS, AND RICE FIELDS BEING CULTIVATED FOR THE 
FIRST TIME IN YEARS, THE COMMANDER OF THE 4 TH REGIMENT, ARVN 

2 ND DIVISION, WHO IS RESPONSIBLE FOR THIS AREA, TOLD THE 
AREA DIRECTOR THAT ALL THE FIELDS AND STRUCTURES IN THE 
COASTAL AREA BEYOND A LINE ABOUT ONE KILOMETER EAST OF NATIONAL 
ROUTE 1 WERE CONSIDERED VC- CONTROLLED AND " SHOULD BE DESTROYED."

CHIEF TOLD THE AREA DIRECTOR QUANG NGAI THAT HE RELEASES MOST 
OF THESE PERSONS AFTER HOLDING THEM 24 HOURS AND GIVING THEM 
A SHORT INDOCTRINATION COURSE ON WHY THEY SHOULDN' T SUPPLY THE

4. ACCORDING TO ICCS REGION III HQ IN PLEIKU. ICCS/ SAIGON HAS 

DECIDED TO WITHDRAW TEAMS FROM COMMUNIST- CONTROLLED ENTRY- POINTS 
AT DUC CO, BEN HET, AND UNSPECIFIED THIRD LOCATION IN SOME OTHER 
REGION ( SEE PART I) THE REASON IN CASE OF DUC CO IS RASH OF

AS PREVIOUSLLY REPORTED, PROVINCE CHIEF HAD UNACCOUNTABLY OMITTED

SPEAKER ATTEMPTS TO PERSUADE THE RANGERS TO SURRENDER THE CAMP. 

AT 2030 APRIL 28, CAMP DEFENDERS SIGHTED ONE CONVOY OF FOUR LARGE 
VEHICLES MOVING TWO KMS NORTHWEST OF CAMP ON ROUTE 246; TYPE OF 
VEHICLES UNKNOWN. 

2. APRIL 28 A LOCOMOTIVE RECEIVED 80 PERCENT DAMAGE FROM TWO ROUNDS 
OF B-40 ROCKET GRENADE 13 KMS WEST OF LONG KHANH PROVINCE SEAT. 
THERE HAVE BEEN THREE MAJOR COMMUNIST INITIATED INCIDENTS AGAINST 
THE RAILROAD COMMUNICATION SYSTEM DURING THIS REPORTING PERIOD 

IN XU AN LOC DISTRICT, LONG KHNANH PROVINCE, WITH THREE CIVILIANS 
KILLED AND 1 1 WOUNDED. 

3. GROUND CONTACTS AND ABF WERE REPORTED IN BINH TUY. BINH 
DUONG, TAYNINH, BINH LONG, HAU NGHIA, LONG KHANH, BIEN HOA, 

AND LONG AN PROVINCES OVER THE WEEKEND. TOTAL CASUALTIES 
FROM THESE INCIDENTS WERE 13 FRIENDLY AND 25 WOUNDED, WHICH 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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INCLUDES FIVE CIVILIAN GRVN HAMLET OFFICIALS. COMMUNIST LOSSES 
WERE THREE KILLED. 

4. THE YOUNG POLISH INTERPRETER INITIALLY ASSIGNED TO THE ICCS 
BEN CAT TEAM HAS BEEN TRANSFERRED TO SAIGON. IT IS RUMORED 
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THAT HIS REMOVAL MAY BE DUE TO HIS FRIENDLINESS TOWARD 
WESTERNERS. INCLUDING AMERICANS. 

5. HUNGARIAN DELEGATES ON THE BEN CAT ICCS TEAM HAVE FOUND A NEW 
STALLING TACTIC. WHEN AN INVESTIGATION REQUEST IS RECEIVED 
FROM HIGHER HEADQUARTERS, THEY NOW INSIST ON WRITING A LETTER TO 
THE TPJMC REQUESTING THAT BOTH PARTIES JOIN THE INVESTIGATION, 

THUS INSURING A DELAY OF SEVERAL DAYS. ACCORDING TO A CANADIAN 
SOURCE, THIS PLOY WAS FIRST USED APRIL 26 ON THE BEN CAT TEAM' S 
FIRST INVESTIGATION IN BIEN HOA PROVINCE, OF AN AMBUSH IN TRANG 
BOM VILLAGE.

ARVN SPOKESMAN REPORTED 23 VC/ NVA DEAD AND SIX CAPTURED. 

FRIENDLY CASUALTIES WERE 23 KIA, 76 WIA AND THREE MISSING. 

2. CASUALTIES FOR THE WEEK OF APRIL 22-28 TOTALED 142 RVNAF 
DEAD, 643 WIA, AND 41 MISSING. VC/ NVA LOSES: 257 KIA AND 
SEVEN CAPTURED. RVNAF KILLED SLIGHTLY EXCEEDED THOSE OF THE 
PREVIOUS WEEK, BUT VC/ NVA CASUALTIES WERE JUST ABOUT HALF OF 
THOSE OF APRIL 15-21, AND ARE THE LOWEST REPORTED IN FOUR 
WEEKS. 

3. POLOFF SOC TRANG REPORTS THAT FOUR RVNAF PRISONERS HELD 
BY THE VC WERE SCHEDULED TO BE RELEASED APRIL 30 AT 4 P. MM. 
ACCORDING TO THE ICCS REGION VII ( CAN THO) CANDIAN DELEGATE, 

THE GVN ALSO PLANNED TO RELEASE 52 CIVILIAN DETAINEES IN 

CA MAU. THE RELEASE MAY NOT OCCUR AS THE GVN HAS HAD 
SECOND THOUGHTS ABOUT THE SITE. ACCORDING TO SOC TRANG SOURCES. 
LOCAL AUTHORITIES FEEL RELEASE OF CIVIL DETAINEES IN THE BA XUYEN 
AREA MAY BE USED BY THE PRG AS PROOF OF ITS CLAIM TO TERRITORIAL 
CONTROL. THE ICCS IS TO OVERSEE BOTH EVENTS WHEN AND IF 
REPORTEDLY THEY TAKE PLACE.

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4. THE REGION VII ( MY THO) HUNGARIAN ICCS DELEGATE HAS ALERTED 
HIS SUB- REGIONAL TEAM SITES THAT AN ARVN HELICOPTER WITH ICCS 
MARKINGS WAS OBSERVED IN VI THANH, CHUONG THIEN PROVINCE. HE 
REPORTEDLY HAS PHOTOGRAPHS OF THE OFFENDING CHOPPER. THE 
HUNGARIAN DELEGATE REQUESTED THAT HE BE ALERTED OF SIMILAR ABUSES 
OF THE ICCS STANDARD. WE ASSUME THE HUNGARIANS ARE PREPARING 

A DOSSIER ON THE SUBJECT. 

5. THE KIEN BINH DISTRICT CHIEF IN KIEN GIANG PROVICNCE HAS 
UNWELCOME VISITORS: 2 VC/ NVA BATTALIONS. THE TWO UNITS, THE 
MOSTLY VC 207 B BATTALION AND THE LARGELY NVA 207 A BATTALION, 

WERE RECENTLY FORMED FROM THE OLD U MINH 10 BATTALION. THE TWO 
UNITS MOVED INTO NORTHERN KIEN BINH DISTRICT FROM CHUONG THIEN 
AFTER THE CEASEFIRE. AND ARE WAITING TO RECEIVE NVA 
INFILTRATORS MOVING ALONG ROUTE I- C FROM CAMBODIA TO CHUONG 
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THTF.N- MEANWHILE THE TWO BATTALIONS HAVE RESTED, RETRAINED, 

AND DUG IN. THE KILN BINH DISTRICT CHIEF FEARS THAT IN 
ANOTHER MONTH THE COMMUNIST WILL BE SO WELL DUG IN A 
REGIMENTAL- SIZED FORCE WILL BE NECESSARY TO UPROOT THEM. 

6. SENIOR RVNAF OFFICERS HAVE EXPRESS THEIR PLEASURE WITH 
PRESIDENT NIXON' S SUSPENSION OF AID TALKS WITH THE DRV AND 
THE DEMINING OF NORTH VIETNAMESE WATERS, ADDING THAT THESE 
MOVES ARE REQUIRED TO REMIND THE DRV THAT THE UNITED STATES IS 
COMMITTED TO THE IMPLEMENTATION OF THE PARIS AGREEMENT. ONE 
GENERAL OFFICER SPECULATED, HOWEVER, THAT THESE MOVES MAY NOT BE 
SUFFICIENT TO BRING A CHANGE IN DRV POLICY.
